Center, which is closed to the 
public, is unique when compared 
to the other JICs located across 
the world because it provides 
global information. 

“The other JIC units focus on 
a specific region in the world,” 
said Army Lt. Col. Barbara E. 
Mays, director of JICTRANS at 
Scott. 

= Mays said this JICTRANS 
deals exclusively with 
transportation intelligence, she 
said. 

Before the U.S. military 
entered Rwanda recently, 
JICTRANS provided military

leaders with background 
information on what seaports, 
airfields, railway systems and 
roads are located within the 
country, Mays said. 

The core of Scott’s JICTRANS 
facility is a state-of-the-art x 
Fusion Center. JICTRANS uses 
this elaborate computer lab.to 
monitor and “fuse” multisource 
intelligence on global events. 

JICTRANS also includes a 
video production facility that 
allows JICTRANS to prepare 
live, televised reports and 
produce briefings, said Analyst 


- Steven Butler. 


JICTRANS functions 24 hours 
a day with its present staff of 75. 

The center is expected to have 
a complete staff of 100 by next 
October, Mays said. 

Because of the nature of its 
unique mission, the JICTRANS 
is staffed with experienced and 
highly educated military — from 
all branches — and civilian 
personnel. 

But the most valuable 
resource in the facility was. 
discovered By Gen. Robert L. 
Rutherford, commander in chief 
of the U.S. Transportation 
Command, while touring the 
facility Wednesday. 

As Rutherford entered the 
Fusion €enter, he noticed_a 
television with the Cable News 
Network turned on.

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Baby boomers’ nest eggs" 
affect nation’s savings pool

‘There’s good news about baby 
‘boomers’ retirement nest eggs: 
This huge population segment is 
wealthier than their parents 
were at the same stage of life. 

Which is bad news for the 
economy. Because baby boom- 
ers, people born between 1946 
and 1962; are saving an adequate 
amount for their golden years, 
there'll be. no big jump in the 
nation’s savings pool, say two 
economists at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York. 

That savings pool represents 
the cash stash that executives, 
politicians and economists were 
counting on to finance business 
expansion and productivity to 
stoke economic rowth, say 
“economists Richard Cantor .and 
Andrew Yuengert. 

Cantor and Yuengert made the 
comments in an article they 
wrote for ‘‘Quarterly Review,” a 
puplicasen of the New York 


“Policymakers concerned 
‘about low aggregate saving rates 
Should not rely on the aging of 
the baby boom generation to 
restore aggregate Savings to ear-, 


lier levels,’’ Cantor and Yuen- 
gert say. 

Baby boomers’ personal sav- 
ings rates likely will increase as 
they approach retirement — 
from 12 percent of income before 
age 45; to 20 percent between 
ages 45 and 54; and to 31 percent 
between ages 55 and. 64, the 
economists say. 

But the overall savings pool 
won’t grow much, they claim. 
The nation’s-total savings — 
having hit a low of 18 percent of 
total income in 1990 — will peak 
at just 19.8 percent in 2018. 

‘The economists calculate the 
overall personal savings rate — 
the pace at which individuals 
sock away money for a rainy 
day andor retirement — will 
advance from 1990's low point of 
4.1 percent to a peak of 4.9 per- 
cent in 2011. 

If the. incomes of the baby 
boom’ generation are 10 percent 
Jower than other genérations’ 
wages — several economic stud- 
jes have suggested that, noting 

an excess supply of workers 
translates into lower wages — 
the overall personal savings rate 
will peak at 4.7 percent, Cantor 
and Yuengert say. 

In contrast, the 1980 overall 
personal savings rate was 7 per- 


cent, they say. z 

One reason for the low overall 
savings rate is that baby boom- 
ers — particularly those in the 
low- and_.middle-income ranges 
— are relying almost. solely on 
pensions and Social Security for- 
retirement, the economists say. 

Yet, “the future generosity of 
private and public pensions is 
uncertain,’’ they say. 

Defined ‘contribution plans, 
under which employers contrib- 
ute a specified amount to each 
worker's retirement account, 
stimulate savings. But “there is 
growing concern that employees 
do not invest defined-contribution 
assets appropriately for retire 
ment,’ Cantor and Yuengert 
say.

Contact Social Security 
about retirement plans

If you’re thinking about 
retiring in 1995, you should 
contact Social Security now to 
discuss your plans. 


For many people, it is 
advantageous.to make their 
applications for Social Security 
effective in January even if they 
don't plan to retire until later in 
the year. 


Social Security rules may 
‘permit you to work past age 62 
and receive retirement behefits 
at the same time, For your 
application to be effective in 
January 1995, you must file 
‘before Jan. 31. 


Q. My daughter is disabled 
‘and receives Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI). She is 
“living with me and always has. 
‘A few months ago, she turned 
48. Since then, she no longer is 
Wetting the full SSI payment. She 
has no income other than the 
SSI. Why isn’t she getting the 
full amount? 


A. Since SSI payments are 
based on need, your daughter’s 
‘SSI must be reduced if she 
Teceives any other income. SSI’s 


definition of income includes 
cash income and “in-kind” 


income. The latter includes food, * 


shelter and clothing your 
daughter receives from other 
people or organizations. 


In other words, the value of 
the food and shelter you give her 
counts as income and reduces 
her SSI. Because these in-kind 
income rules usually don’t apply 
to children, your daughter's SSI 
decreased when she turned 18. 


@. When I checked on my 
Social Security record, I found 
that my wages for 1988 are 
missing. Is it too late.to get this 
corrected? 


A. It is never too late to 
correct your record. If you have 
a W-2 Form for that year, it’s 
easy to get the problem fixed. It 
may be possible to correct the 
error even if you don’t have 
your 1988 W-2. You can use a 
letter from your employer or 
labor union ‘to establish the 
amount you earned. You also 
can use old check stubs or tax 
records. 


Q. I just turned 62. I’m 
thinking about retirement but I 
don’t want to reduce my Social 
Security too much. How does 


Social Security figure the 
reduction for people who start 
receiving benefits before age 65? 

A. If you start getting Social 
Security before 65, your benefit 
will be permanently reduced by 
five-ninths of 1 percent for each 
month you’re younger than 65 
when your benefits start. That 
means a 20-percent reduction if 
you start drawing at age 62 — 36 
months early. 

Q. My husband’s Social 
Security benefit is $854 per 
month. Mine is $410. If he dies, 
how much will my widow’s 
benefit be? I am 95 years old. 

‘A. If your husband dies, you 
will draw a widow’s benefit of 
$854 per month. When one of the 
members of a couple die, Social 
Security compares the benefits 
the two had been drawing. The 
larger benefit is paid to 
survivor. 

Q. I'm drawing Social Security 
benefits as a widow. Will I lose 
my benefits if I remarry? 

A. Since 1979, widows and 
widowers who wait to remarry 
until after age 60 lose none of 
their Social Security.
